their needy members and earning incomes 
in form of interest received on advances. 
During the period under inspection , the 
society has accepted deposit to the tune of 
Rs. 31,67,187 / - and whereas the total loan 
outstanding of the society is Rs. 33,05,709 / 
and total overdue amount of the society was 
Rs. 13,89,822 /- with 65 defaulter members . 


Considering the above , there is wide scope to 
believe that the functioning of the society is carried 
out in violation of the various provisions of the Act , 
Rules and Bye - laws of the society , the Board of 
Directors have failed to perform their duties as laid 
down under the Bye -laws of the society and 
therefore there is every possibility that there can 
be financial misappropriation / fraud in the various 
accounts of the society . 


Whereas, it is informed by the Asstt . Registrar of 
Co -operative Societies , Ponda Zone, Ponda , Goa 
vide letter referred at Sr. No. 2 above, that the 
Indraprastha Urban Co -operative Credit Society 
Ltd., Ponda -Goa has shown accumulated loss of 
Rs. 25,11,396 / - in its tentative statement ofaccounts 
for the year 2015-16 and 2016-17 . It is also reported 
that the society has maintained only 2.36 % 
statutory liquidity which is far below required 
percentage of 25 % i.e. 5 % in cash /Bank and 20 % 
investment as per prescribed norms. 

And whereas , the Inspecting Officer vide report 
read at Sr. No. 1 above has reported that :

amount shall be deducted at the end .

7. The obligations to be observed by the society : 


A. Public notice shall be published in atleast 

two local newspapers , giving publicity of the 
scheme and also communication be sent 
individually to each eligible loanee by the 
society . 


C. The loanee member shall deposit atleast 25 % 

of above compromised amount within 30 days 
from the date of the consent letter of the 
society ( this 25 % proportion may include the 
amount deposited 10 % at the time of 

application for OTS ). 
D. Remaining 75 % of the amount arrived after 

compromise shall be paid within 30 days from 
the date of expiry of 30 days allowed (under 

" C " above ) . 
E. The total amount that has been agreed to be 

compromised under this scheme shall be paid 
within 60 days (Under C & D above ) from 
the date of communication under para 6 from 

the society to loanee member . 
F. Incase the loanee member fails to pay the 

entire amount within 60 days as specified 
under clause " E " above and if the balance 
remains after 60 days, the loanee members 
shall be liable to pay interest rate upto 15 % 
compounded till the date of final payment as 

decided by the society . 
G. The mode applicable in clause " F " above 

shall be limited only upto 12 months from the 
date arrived under clause E. Beyond this 
period , the loanee member will be liable for 
the penal interest upto 2 % over and above 
the rate specified under clause " F " above as 

decided by the society . 
H. The society can allow this relaxation only upto 

24 months from the expiry of 60 days that has 
been allowed under compromise formula in 


B. All the eligible loanee member under this 

scheme shall be entitled for the scheme and 
the society shall not discriminate to any 
member. 


C. The amount compromised shall be deposited 

by the loanee himself . In no circumstances, 
the loan compromised under this scheme shall 
be paid by getting sanctioned loans in the 
name of other members or through and on 
behalf of othermembers . In case any director 
or office bearer or responsible officer as the 
case may be is found to be misutilising the 
scheme by borrowing in the name of any one 
person and repaying the loan of the other 
person with the sole intention to take the 
benefit of one time settlement scheme, the 
person responsible shall be liable for the 
action . 
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The Covid Exit shall remain operational upto 
31st June , 2021. 


D. The society shall constitute an independent 

sub - committee under the nomenclature 
" One time settlement sub committee " in 
which the chairman of the society , three 
directors, will be the members and the Chief 
Executive Officer / Secretary /Manager will 
be the Member Secretary of the said 
committee . 


These are only guidelines issued by the 
Government, the societies shall based on these 
guidelines draft their scheme and take approvalof 
the Board of Directors and seek post facto approval 
of General Body due to COVID as and when such 
General Body gathering is permitted .
